AN ACT Relating to funding of the archives division; anmending RCW
40. 14. 025, 40. 14. 027, and 36.22.175; and addi ng new sections to chapter
40. 14 RCW

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW40.14.025 and 1996 c 245 s 3 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) The secretary of state and the director of financial mnagenment
shall jointly establish a procedure and fornula for allocating the
costs of services provided by the division of archives and records
managenent to state agencies. The total anobunt allotted for services
to state agencies shall not exceed the appropriation to the archives
and records managenent account during any allotnent period.

((H2)) (2) There is created the archives and records managenent
account in the state treasury which shall consist of all fees and
charges col | ected under this section((;—REW36-221F5—and—40-14-027)).
The account shall be appropriated exclusively for the paynent of costs
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and expenses incurred in the operation of the division of archives and
records managenent as specified by |aw.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 40.14 RCW
to read as foll ows:

The imaging account is created in the custody of the state
treasurer. Al receipts collected under RCW40. 14.020(8) for contract
i magi ng, m crographics, reproduction, and duplication services provided
by the division of archives and records managenent nust be deposited
into the account and expenditures fromthe account may be used only for
t hese purposes. Only the secretary of state or the secretary's
desi gnee may authorize expenditures fromthe account. The account is
subject to allotnment procedures under chapter 43.88 RCW but an
appropriation is not required for expenditures.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. A new section is added to chapter 40.14 RCW
to read as foll ows:

The | ocal governnment archives account is created in the custody of
the state treasurer. All receipts collected by the county auditors
under RCW 40. 14. 027 and 36.22. 175 for |ocal governnent services, such
as providing records scheduling, security mcrofilm inspection and
storage, archival preservation, cataloging, and indexing for |ocal
government records and digital data and access to those records and
data through the regional branch archives of the division of archives
and records nmanagenent, mnust be deposited into the account and
expenditures from the account nmay be used only for these purposes.
Only the secretary of state or the secretary's designee may authorize

expenditures from the account. The account is subject to allotnent
procedures wunder chapter 43.88 RCW but an appropriation is not
required for expenditures. However, all fees collected under RCW

36.22.175(3) may be spent only by appropriation.

Sec. 4. RCW40.14.027 and 2001 c 146 s 4 are each anended to read
as follows:

St ate agenci es shall collect a surcharge of twenty dollars fromthe
j udgnent debtor upon the satisfaction of a warrant filed in superior
court for unpaid taxes or liabilities. The surcharge is inposed on the
j udgment debtor in the formof a penalty in addition to the filing fee
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provided in RCW 36.18.012(10). The surcharge revenue shall be
transmtted to the state treasurer for deposit in the archives and
records managenent account.

Surcharge revenue deposited in the |ocal governnent archives ((and
records—managerent)) account under section 3 of this act shall be
expended by the secretary of state exclusively for disaster recovery,
essential records protection services, and records managenent training
for | ocal governnent agencies by the division of archives and records
managenent . The secretary of state shall, wth local governnent
representatives, establish a conmttee to advise the state archivist on
the | ocal governnment archives and records managenent program

Sec. 5. RCW36.22.175 and 2001 2nd sp.s. ¢ 13 s 1 are each anended
to read as foll ows:

(1) In addition to any other charge authorized by |law, the county
auditor shall charge a surcharge of one dollar per instrunment for each
docunent recorded. Revenue generated through this surcharge shall be
transmtted nonthly to the state treasurer for deposit in the |oca
gover nnent archives ((and—+ecords—ranagenent)) account under section 3
of this act. These funds shall be used solely for providing records
scheduling, security mcrofilm inspection and storage, archiva
preservation, catal oging, and i ndexing for |ocal governnent records and
digital data and access to those records and data through the regional
branch archives of the division of archives and records managenent.

The division of archives and records managenent within the office
of the secretary of state shall provide records managenent training for
| ocal governnments and shall establish a conpetitive grant programto
solicit and prioritize project proposals from |ocal governnents for
potential funding to be paid for by funds from the auditor surcharge
and tax warrant surcharge revenues. Application for specific projects
may be made by | ocal government agencies only. The state archivist in
consultation wth the advisory comittee established under RCW
40. 14. 027 shal |l adopt rules governing project eligibility, evaluation,
awarding of grants, and other criteria including requirenents for
records managenent training for grant recipients.

(2) The advisory committee established under RCW 40.14. 027 shal
review grant proposals and establish a prioritized |ist of projects to
be considered for funding by January 1st of each even-nunbered year,
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begi nning in 2002. The eval uation of proposals and devel opnent of the
prioritized Ilist nust be developed through open public neetings.
Funding for projects shall be granted according to the ranking of each
application on the prioritized |list and projects will be funded only to
the extent that funds are avail able. A grant award may have an
effective date other than the date the project is placed on the
prioritized |list.

(3) In addition to any other surcharge authorized by law the
county auditor shall charge a surcharge of one dollar per instrunent
for every docunent recorded after January 1, 2002. Revenue generated
through this surcharge shall be transmtted to the state treasurer
monthly for deposit in the |local governnent archives ((anrd—+ecords
mahagerent)) account under section 3 of this act to be used exclusively
for the construction and i nprovenent of a specialized regional facility
| ocated in eastern Washi ngton designed to serve the archives, records
managenent, and digital data managenent needs of | ocal governnent.

To the extent the facilities are used for the storage and retri eval
of state agency records and digital data, that portion of the
construction of such facilities used for state governnent records and
data shall be supported by other charges and fees paid by state
agenci es and shall not be supported by the surcharge authorized in this
subsecti on.

At such time that all debt service from construction on such
facility has been paid, fifty percent of the surcharge authorized by
this subsection shall be reverted to the centennial docunent
preservation and noderni zati on account as prescribed in RCW 36.22.170
and fifty percent of the surcharge authorized by this section shall be
reverted to the state treasurer for deposit in the archives and records
managenent account to serve the archives, records managenent, and
digital data nanagenent needs of |ocal governnent.
